I am writing to inform you that the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) has not yet 
resolved the issues raised in your citizen petition dated October 20,2002. Your petition 
requests that FDA determine whether it is suitable to file an abbreviated new drug 
application for diethylstilbestrol (DES) tablets, 1 .O and 5.0 milligrams, that were 
voluntarily withdrawn from sale in the United States by Eli Lilly & Co., and Bristol- 
Myers Squibb. Your petition also requests a waiver of the requirements to conduct 
pediatric studies in accordance with 21 CFR 31455(c)(2). 

FDA has been unable to reach a decision on your request because of the need to address 
other Agency priorities. This interim response is provided in accordance with FDA 
regulations on citizen petitions (21 CFR 10.30(e)(2)).
